Russia, proclaimed to the anxious as- 
sembly Russia’s unswerving determi- 
nation to support the rules of the 
League for peace. He intoned solemn- 
ly: 

“If all peace efforts of the League 
fail . . . the soviet dele- 
gation will pass its judgment with im- 
partiality and courage.” 

Russia, probably the world’s great- 
est military power, thus joined 15 
other nations in opposition to Italy's 
proposed war of conquest—Britain, 
France, Belgium, The Netherlands, 
Portugal, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, 
Finland, Yugoslavia, Rumania, Ecua- 
dor, Czechoslovakia, Canada and New 
Zealand—all of whom have announced 
or through spokesmen of al- 
lied countries their adherence to the 
League covenant. 

In connection with Canada’s state- 
ment it was recalled Canada practi- 
cally controls the world supply of 
nickel—a vital item in case sanctions 
determined necessary. 

Il Duce Defiant. 

When word came from Rome Pre- 
mier Benito Mussolini's cabinet had 
decided there can be no compromise, 
and Italy will go ahead in Africa de- 
spite the powers, the council's “con- 
ciliation” committee of five took steps 
for a showdown. 

The committee decided to pin Mus- 
solini down and find out what ulti- 
mate concessions, if any, would induce 
him to forego war. His refusal to 
consider concessions, no matter what 
their extent, would enable to com- 
mittee to contend before the world 
that Italy has defied all peace efforts 
gone to war deliberately to 
achieve her aims.

WARNS OF DANGER ZONE

Many inventors a generation ago 
fretted over work benches and plans, | 
hoping to find the key to the illusive 
problem of perpetual motion. Today 
many are devoting their time to the 
real problem of making driving safe. 

These men have developed a host 
of things which are a part of modern 
motoring—the steel body, safety glass, 
the Lifeguard tube and hydraulic | 
brakes. | 

That engineers have done about. 
everything possible to make the mod- | 
ern car safe, is the opinion of W. A. | 
Hilman, service manager of the De| 
Soto Moter Corporation. “The prob- | 
lem now is to remove as many driv-| 
ing hazards as possible that are trace- 
able to the human element of the 
driver,” he said, 

“A new safeguard in this field that 
Suggests interesting possibilities is 
one that was recently tested in Balti- 
more. It is a signal device which 
Warns motorists automatically on ap- | 
proaching dangerous zones of traffic. 

“It consists of an amber lamp and | 
a’ vibrating bell mounted on the in- 
strument board of a motor car. At- 
tached to the right front fender of | 
this car is a detector unit which is | 
connected with the unit on the in- 
strument board. Pieces of magne- 
tized steel] are sunk into the _ high- 
ways at adequate distances from rail- 
road crossings, arterial intersections, 
bad curves, and other spots which 
records have proven are dangerous 
for the driver who is not on the alert. 

“As a car passes over the magnets 
the detector unit on the fender is 
actuated, the lamp on the dashboard | 
lights and the bell rings its warning. | 
The mechanism is designed so that | 
the lamp remains lighted and the bell 
eontinues to ring until the driver 
slows down his car by applying the 
brakes, 

“The inventor of this new ‘little 
helper’ claims that the apparatus will 
function under all conditions of snow 
and ice, and is considered especially 
valuable when the driver's vision is 
obscured by snow, fog or rain. 

“While tests have proven that the 
signal can work, it is unlikely that 
it will he of much help to us this fall 
and winter. The amount of plan- 
ning and proving necessary to put 
such a device into common use makes 
it a little far-fetched at the present 
time, 

“It is my suggestion, therefore, 
that we each be safety device inven- 
tors by each perfecting a little lighter 
foot for the accelerator and a method 
of driving that makes it necessary to 
use the brakes, not the horn, in’ 
traffic.” |

In Georgia 
Extended 


Open season for hunting doves in, 


Georgia was extended from September 
30 to October 21 yesterday by order 
of Zack D. Cravey, state game and 
| fish commissioner. 


The extension was ordered because 
‘of a conflict between the state and 
federal dove seasons. 
Georgia senson ran from September 
1-30 reopening again on November 20 | 
‘and remaining open until January 31. 

In conflict the federal open season 
begins on September 20, closing Janu- 
| ary 

The new order allows one month of 
‘hunting that will be legal under both 
| federal and state regulations. 
| In connection with his act, 
ized by the last legislature, 
made an appeal to hunters not to 
shoot quail while dove hunting. 

“My purpose in extending the sea- 
son,” Cravey said, “is so that the 
huuters living in certain sections of 
‘the state and especially the northern | 
‘section, may have some decent dove 
'shooting. Otherwise, I think they 
would have been deprived of 
shooting. 

“When J] first set the dove season, 
I had no idea that the federal au- 
thorities would change their season 
but on the contrary I had every rea- 
son to believe it would remain the 
game. 

“In extending this season it is go- 
ing to necessitate closer co-operation 
on the part of the good hunter or 
‘sportsman than ever before in the his- | 
tory of the state. The game violator 
‘will take advantage of this October 

shooting and shoot other game birds 
on which the season has not yet 
opened. 

“As a precautionary measure I am 
'demanding of our game protectors that 
they check the bags of our hunting | 
| friends. 
| “Examining licenses and checking 
| bag limits will do more to outlaw the | 
violator, pre-season quail hunter, and 
game bootlegger than anything I know 
of. In turn we want our friends to) 
co-operate.”

An Invitation. 


There is a close analogy, too, be 
tween Christianity and democracy, in 
that the invitation “whosoever” im- 
plies a faith that human life is capa- 
ble of receiving the best. It is very 
far from saying that all men are good, 
or that they are equal in their at- 
tainment of the good. On the con- 
trary, it recognizes a ‘‘worst” in men 
as well as a “best.” But this faith 
that all men are capable of good- 
ness. Therefore, the offer of the best 
is made, not because of what men are, 
but because of what they may be- 
come. 

As Christianity would drag 
God down to men, but to lift 
men up to God, so a true democracy 
will not lower its ideals to the level 
of men’s attainments, but would lift 
men to its highest standards. Faith 
in democracy is not necessarily a_ be- 
lief that all men are now equal to the 
difficult task of self-government, or 
ean appreciate all the privileges and 
blessings of freedom, but it is a faith 
that they have the capacity which 
may be developed. 

The Christian religion is an invita- 
tion—an open door of opportunity. 
God's love will not, and can not, force 
anrone to accept, or to enter into the 
privilege of the kingdom of heaven. 
Each man must think for himself, 
choose for himself, and believe for 
himself. “Whosoever will,” but no 
man, nor even God, can will for him. 
This principle, too, is of the essence 
of democracy. No government can 
confer freedom. Men must first want 
it more than wealth or safety. Then 
they must be willing to fit themselves 
for self-government through discipline 
and self-control. A democratic gov- 
ernment is one which throws wide 
open the doors of opportunity, and 
sees to it that every man ie free to 
enter.

Sept. 15, 1777—Hannah sailed from 
Marblehead, Magss., the first ship of 
the United States navy, in command 
of an army captain, Nicholas Brougb- 
ton, on its maiden voyage. Next day 
it encountered and captured its first 
British ship. 

Sept. 15, 1780—James Fenimore 
Cooper was born at Burlington, N. 
J., of Quaker parents, destined to be- 
come the first American novelist—he 


still is one of the most popular—after 
Yale had expelled him for poor schol- 
arship. 

He was without experience as a 
writer when one day in tbe course of 
reading an English novel to his wife 
he causually remarked, “I believe t 
could write a better story myself.” 
Her response was, in effect, “Why 
don’t you.”’- Thus challenged and en- 
couraged, he did! 

His first novel was published anony- 
mously when he was 31. 

It was about high life in England, 
about which he knew nothing. Eng- 
lish crities gave it a high rating until 
they found out it was written by an 
American, Its moderate success caused 
friends to urge him to use more famil- 
iar theme, and “The Spy,” the first 
of his immortal frontier taies, appear- 
ed a year later. 


Sept. 15, 1895—George B. Seldon, 
of Rochester, N. Y., obtained a United 
States patent on the automobile. 

His application had been filed in 
1879; it took him 16 years to get his 
patent allowed. Meanwhile, he tried 
vainly to interest capital in his 
horseless carriage, and was greeted 
with skepticism and derision. 

For 15 years Seldon collected a roy- 
alty on all automobiles manufactured 
in the United States, but received only 
$200,000,

Our Ailments

GOITER 

The term goiter is applied to any 
and all enlargements of the thyroid 
gland. This gland is located in front 
of the neck straddling the trachea or 
windpipe, and is not noticeable un- 
less it becomes diseased and = en- 
larged. 

There are various kinds of goiter, 
some are very simple and harmless, 
while others are very dangerous and 
often prove fatal unless they receive 
|the proper treatment promptly. They 
may occur at any age and 
‘ally they are congenital 
from birth. They frequently 
during adolescence, or at 
12 to 16 years and are seen in the 
female more frequently than in the 
male. They are much more prevalent 
‘in some sections than in others. The

goiters. In the southeast they are not 
so common, but apparently are on the 
increase in the last two decades. The 
cause of goiter is not fully 
stood, though many theories’ have 
been advanced, such as lack of iodine 
in the drinking water. This would 
hardly apply in the southeastern 


'nite cause in each individual 
varies greatly, producing different re- 


sults. There is an hereditary tendency | 


in some families and often there is 
a history of goiter being present in 
three or more generations. 

The function of the thyroid 
is to stimulate and drive our emo- 
tions, it is the dynamo of the gland 
system, and when it becomes diseased 
and pours an excessive amount of 
secretion into the circulation, the pa- 
tients emotions are over-stimulated 
and he or she becomes very nervous, 
the heart becomes rapid and palpi- 
tates, there may be a loss in weight, 
there is a tremor of the hands, 
often the real diagnosis is overlooked 
and the patient is said to have a 
‘nervous breakdown.” In this type of 
goiter usually there is an unnatural 
prominence of the eyes, due to a re- 
traction of the eyelids giving the ap- 
pearance of so-called “frozen fright’ 
expression. 

The so-called “adolescent goiter” 
occurs in boys and girls during ado- 
‘leseence or between the ages of 12 
and 16. This type of goiter is usually 
a compensatory enlargement of the 
thyroid gland, probably due to a slow 
development of other glands which be- 
come active at that age. The majority 
of these cases require very little treat- 
'ment but should be under the observa- 
‘tion of a physician who will diagnose 
and classify the individual case and 
iprescribe the proper treatment. Some 
|goiters which develop in children are 
‘not so simple, and can only be prop- 
‘erly classified after prolonged obser- 
‘vation. They will not respond to treat- 
‘ment and continue to progress in spite 
‘of all medical treatment, and may 
‘require surgical removal. 

There is a nodular type of goiter 
‘which develops insidiously over a pe- 
|riod of years, growing slowly and at 
'first possibly producing no symptoms, 
‘but it is slowly and steadily, day by 
‘day, pouring a small amount of toxin 
into the patient’s circulation and fi- 
nally it is noticed that the patient is 
‘nervous, irritable, has a fast pulse, 
‘a slight tremor and perhaps an in- 
crease in blood pressure. The symp-

While most goiters are easily diag- 
nosed and classified, there are some 
of the mixed variety which are hard 
to classify, and at times goiter occurs 
in patients who also have other 
diseases and the symptoms of both 
conditions may he confusing.

Rain Forces Rattlers 
To Seek Higher Ground 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Sept. 14.—(4) 
Frequent rains have forced rattle- 
snakes and other venomous reptiles 
from their swampland haunts and 
woodsmen, cattle owners and others 
going into wooded areas in this sec- 
tion have been warned to keep on 
the alert.

OLD LETTERS REVEAL 


MERCY FOR RED MAN 


RENO, Nev. Sept. 14.—(UP)— 
The story of a frontier army officer 
who defended the Indians against the 
onsiaughts of white men is revealed 
in the historical letters of Major 
Charles McDermit. commanding offi- 
cer at Fort Churchill during the hee 
tic days of 1865. 

A fragment of the epie advance of 
Anglo-Saxon civilization into the sun- 
seared stretches of Nevada, with its 
attendant suffering on the part of 
the Indians, was disclosed in a terse 
letter’ sent to Governor H. G. Blas- 
del by McDermit. 
| McDermit balked at punishing the 
natives for stealing. Faced with ore 
ders to “preserve peace between tha 
Indians and the whites,” he wrote the 
following letter to Governor Blasde!: 

“I will continue to do all I can 
to preserve peace between Indians 
and whites, but I do not wish to pun- 
ish Indians for committing depreda- 
tions, when I believe they were forced 
to steal or starve; and at the same 
time their reserves are being farmed 
by the whites and proceeds devoted 
to the use and benefit of the whites.” 

The letter referred to a court-mare 
tial that had been ordered into Ine 
dian affairs in the district and an 
inquiry had been ordered.

In his book, “The Body’s Rapture,” 
Jules Romains has achieved a new 
extreme in anatlytical, subjective writ- 
ing. From beginning to end, through 
448 large pages, the reader is treated 
to a barrage of words in which no 
thought, emotion, or sensation of anr 
character is too trivial to have been 
recorded. 

The story about which so much 
has beep written is hardly more than 
a situation. Two young people meet. 
fall suddenly in love, marry, and dis- 
cover that their love is something 
very extraordinary. How extraordi- 
nary this love is, on the physical side. 
can be imagined after a glance at the 
title of the book (changed from 
“Psyche,” by the way, by the Ameri- 
can publisher). Given to extremes, 
evidently,’ Romains has portrayed, in 
characteristic detail, an inordinate 
sexuality, which many will consider 
perverted but which the author has 
attempted to elevate to a sort of re- 
ligion. It is not only on the physical 
side, however, that this love. trans- 
cends the ordinary. The “flesh God,” 
it seems, has endowed the lovers with 
supernatural powers which enable 
them to communicate in the spirit 
while separated bodily. 

__It is to lend credibility to these 
ideas that so many words have been 
devoted. The work more nearly re- 
sembles a treatise on abnormal psy- 
chology than a novel. 

Many readers are, no doubt, al- 
ready acquainted with Romains’ style. 
“The Body’s Rapture” is sold in the 
first person, by the two principal 
characters in turn, in a style that is 
fairly smooth and although somewhat 
involved never becomes obscure. In 
instances one is amused by 
flashes of subtle humor. The charac- 
ters do not stand out with the clarity 
one might expect when so many thou- 
sands of words have been given to 
their delineation, but they are recog-

East River... from the Battery to the 
Harlem River... it’s unstoppable, inex- 
tinguishable . . . hundreds or thousands 
of men, women and children mill in the 
street, screaming ... thousands of peo- 
ple are trapped ... Manhattan Island is 
crumbling . . . Manhattan Island is 
doomed! 

Does that sound fantastic or night- 
mare-like to you? Well, that and three 
other pictures are worked out like some 
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excellently done architect’s plan at the 
Fireman’s College—worked out by an 
expert group of fire fighters headed by 
Commissioner McElligott. The firemen 
not only are taught to fight fires, but to 
prevent them in the respective hazards 
that exist in certain areas of Manhattan, 
of which the west water front is one. 

The refueling example as a cause of 
panoramic conflagration, Commissioner 
McElligott holds as the most imminent 
danger. The other three are much more 
remote at present. Other “right combina- 
tions of circumstances” are fires caused 
by “celestial bombardment,” such as 
meteors; earthquakes and bombing in 
warfare. 

“But let us deal with common causes 
of fire,” said Commissioner McElliigott. 
“Let us go back to the liner ex- 
ample, which is but one set of 100 con- 
ceivable and worked-out combinations. 
I said hundreds or thousands of people 
well, consider: 

Manhattan is anisiand. If the 
whole town caught on fre, 
where would the people go? 
What would they do? Well, it 
is already arranged for. 

“Special trains bringing help 
would be loading in Washing- 
ton, Albany, Poughkeepsie, 
Boston, Springheld, Trenton, 
Scranton, and many other 
cities. In addition to New 
York’s firemen, there would be 
19,000 policemen, 16,000 sai- 
lors, soldiers, and marines. 
They would assist in remov- 
ing the population, such as 
emptying hospitals of patients, 
taking children from schools 
to their parents before leaving 
\for a safer area. 

“Banks would need assistance 
in protecting money; business 
houses and oil and gasoline 

companies would require aid. As the 
fire advanced, first the west-side express 
highway would be closed; then the 9th 
avenue ‘L,’ then the 8th avenue sub- 
way, the 6th avenue ‘L,’ the Hudson 
Tubes and so on. Now, a fre burning 
before a strong wind broadens its sweep 
on both sides by heat radiation. And 
that is why when a building burns we 
first break open the roof to make a sort 
of chimney of it, so the fire will not 
mushroom and involve the adjoining 
buildings. 

“Therefore, when a skyscraper looms 
in the pathway of a general conflagra- 
tion the result is as follows: The rows 
of old time brick and stone houses, fac- 
tories and loft buildings, which make 
up most of the structures of Manhattan, 
are common fre-hazards, and burn 
swiftly. The heat radiation of the com- 
mon-hazard strikes the nearest side of 
the skyscraper, shattering the windows 
and igniting the inflammable contents 
of the skyscraper. And this is why no 
fireproof building is really fire-proof in 
a general conflagration. You see how 
the inside of the General Electric 
burned. Well, multiply that many-fold, 
and it will give you a good idea of what

would happen where a fire like the west 
side example, or even a fire in the Gen- 
eral Electric, got beyond control. 

“Now tn order to prevent great chaos 
we have special and natural firebreaks, 
such as Central Park. Situated in the 
heart of New York, not heavily wooded 
enough for forest fires, and wide enough 
to balk heat radiation, it almost—I say 
almost—prevents the entire island from 
being burned at one time. But nothing 
is sure. Fire is a terrific, ununderstand- 
able force. It’s been, as you know, the 
terror of the ages. We've been lucky. 
New York has had no great fire for 100 
years. I hope, of course, we never 
have one.” 

“This is but one of a hundred of sets 
of combinations that we have figured 
out,” said Commissioner McElligott. 
“Any one of these combinations might 
lead to a major conflagration. Such a 
fire, for instance, might start in the New 
Town Creek district in Brooklyn, and 
move north, east or south. 

“If it occurred with a strong north- 
west wind, it would sweep over Brook- 
lyn from the East River to East New 
York and south to the marshes behind 
Coney Island. The most serious menace 
to the Bronx would be from a fire start- 
ing along the Harlem River with a south 
wind blowing. 

“All of these possible contingencies we 
have figured out—just like fire officials 
have in all cities and towns—in the 
Firemen’s College, and the researches 
and the experiments made in this school 
give New York the highest standard of 
fire prevention system in the world. 


“There is one important thing I would 
recommend to all fire departments every- 
where, and that is that inspection of 
buildings, warehouses, hotels, theaters 
and all public structures be under the 
control of fire departments and that each 
fire risk of each building be carefully 
mapped for each fireman to know. The 
firemen should have authority in each 
city to patrol, inspect and condemn every 
nook and building. 

“Tf this is done, when a fire does break 
out the firemen know exactly the layout 
of the building, so they will not have to 
waste time and effort in seeking out the 
plan of the structure and the best means 
to fight the fire. No fireman anywhere

“One thing more,” continued Commis- 
sioner McElligott, “what is true of New 
York is true, on a comparative scale, of 
cities and towns throughout the country 
and the world. The fire departments 
everywhere work night and day on old 
and new plans to prevent great fires. 

“There have been no really big fires in 
New York or any other American city 
for a long time. This we are proud to 
say, is because of the precautions laid 
down by the finely-trained fire depart 
ments.”

RAGEDY, comedy and all the 

shades of drama in between are 

to be found recorded on the rolls 
of Uncle Sam’s relief administration in 
all parts of the country, but nowhere has 
the dole to the jobless created such a 
paradox as in New York’s celebrated 
Greenwich Village. 

Long known as Marihattan’s Bohemia, 
the American equivalent of Paris’s Latin 
Quarter and the haver of budding poet 
and painter, novelist ar:'d dramatist, the 
Village still lures to its purlieus the in- 
digent votary of the 
arts—as it did in the 
early 1920's, when many 
of the foremost men and 
women of the American 
arts made it the loca- 
tion of their earlier 
struggles. 

But there is a vast 

difference. By tradition, 
your Bohemian—be he 
writer, painter, sculp- 
tor, musician or mere 
dilettante embraces 
by choice impecunious 
existence in a. garret 
and an insufficient diet 
of bread and occasional 
cheese, untrammeled by 
convention. But in the 
streets and alleys that 
center around Washing- 
ton Square, there live 
today—bv indulgence of 
Uncle Sam’s dole— 
40,000 persons whose 
names are on the rolls 
as recipients of relief 
and thousands of these 
are listed as practition 
ers of one or more of 
the arts. 

It is, of course, the 
theory of government 
relief that the dole is 
money paid to insure 
the mere subsistence of 
persons who otherwise 
would be without food 
or shelter, and the use 
fulness or potential use. 
fulnéss of the -recipien 
has nothing to do with 
it. Thus the Greenwich 
Villagers, be they bards 
or bricklavyers, are 
treated like any other 
applicants—-and d 
thev apply! No longer 
content to eke out a pre 
carious existence by 
sale of an occasional! 
painting or verse and 
the indulgence of less 
lean-pursed acquaint- 
ances, the present gen- 
eration of struggling

White col- 
lar jobs are shortly 
to be provided by 
other relief agencies 
for the unemployed 
poets and writers. 

It's a new and a 
sad phase in the long 
history of the Vil- 
lage, which has been 
a haven for the ar- 
tistically inclined 
since the turn of the 
century. Adopted by 
young artists because 
lodging was cheap and living free and 
easy, the Village gave a start to many 
leading figures of today. Edna St. \ in- 
cent Millay wrote her charming lyrics 
from her equally charming little house 
on Cherry Lane. Sinclair Lewis—-known 
then as “Red” and giving little indica- 
tion of his future as a Nobel Prize win- 
ner—turned out his early  forgot- 
ten novels. Theodore Dreiser, William 
Hendrik Van Loon, Floyd Dell, Willa 
Cather, Mary Heaton Vorse were inte- 
gral parts of the Village as the 1920's 
came into being. Good talk and bad 
liquor were to be had at a hundred 
gathering places; the dinners were long 
at the Brevoort or Mori’s and the dis- 
cussions longer at the Liberal Club. 

Then came the debacle. “Uptown” 
discovered the Village and the boom 
that was to destroy the essentially pic- 
turesque atmosphere of the seetion be 
gan. Up to then, the atmosphere had 
been real; commercialized in the freak 
prohibition-era cafes and cabarets, it 
hecame phoney.

“tramp poet,” ran away with Upton 
Sinclair’s wife and had the temerity to 
write a book about it. 

The sincere artists mostly moved. 
Cheap lodgings gave way to expensive 
apartment houses and the Village had a 
rea! estate boom. The freak cafes 
throve for awhile, lost their novelty and 
fell upon evil days when the crash came 
in 1929. 

Since then there have been sporadic 
indications of a renaissance in the old 
artistic reputation of the Village. Re- 
peal brought a new crop of cafes, less 
consciously picturesque than those of 
the Pirate’s Den epoch, and a number 
have been successful. A few of the old 
places like the Brevoort and the Lafay- 
ette, once famed as Martin’s, have 
taken a new lease on life with a renewed 
American interest in polite dining and 
wining. A few valiant veterans—Cleon 
Throckmorton, whose stage designing 
studio provides the settings of many 
Broadway successes; Cynthia White, 
who still promotes her annual ball at 
Webster Hall, a few others—remain to 
remember the Village’s former glories. 
But though in the Village of today, these 
are not of it.

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HE STARTS FROM SCRATCH 


The Judge Punished Philandering Mr. 
Foster by Stripping Him of About All 
Except His Printing Establishment—

FTER seventeen years of hustle, 
thrift and fireside fidelity, Burton 
Foster had reached a stage where 


some men find it easy to subscribe to the 
attractiveness of that convenient adage, 
“Variety is the spice of life.” 

Fasy—and costly. Only Foster didn’t 
discover the latter until, as the moralists 
say, it was too late 

For, by the terms of a divorce granted 
Mrs. Foster, the helpmeet 
wife who was partner in 
business to Foster as well 
as a faithful administra- 
tor of the duties of house- 
wife for those long seven- 
teen years, Foster may

He came of his own free will 
because he needed me and still needs 
me.

I hope some day you will be punished 
for this great sin and not have a friend 
left who you can call on.... We are 
hoping that when the hearing comes up 
you will be smashed so flat that you 
will never be able to rise again. It 
would help very much if you would pass 
out of the picture entirely and com- 
pletely. 

But Mrs. Foster was not “smashed 
flat” nor did she “pass out of the pic- 
ture.”” Instead, the writer of the anony- 
mous missive, who would seem all too

The 
spring night was chilly, so Feu- 
tral closed the door behind him 
as he stepped out into the moon- 
light to determine what was caus- 
ing his dogs to bark 

The guests heard Feutral vell at 
the dogs. and a moment later the 
blast of a shotgun rent the night 
stillness. The several persons in 
the house sat spellbound for a mo- 
ment, wondering what could be 
the meaning of the unexpected 
shot. The dogs were barking more 
than ever, and then a loud groan 
reached the ears of the domino 
plavers. They rushed from the 
house to investigate

So many persons 
had tramped about the house dur- 
ing the night that the dogs could 
not pick up the trail. 

John H. Feutral, aged father of 
the victim, who resided alone in a 
house near by, recalled two men 
with whom hig son had had trou- 
ble within: the last two years. 

The father said Austin had an 
argument with Ose Lummus, a 
neighboring farmer, who since had 
moved from the community, and 
chased him from his field. Upon 
another occasion, Feutral had 
come upon Estill Savage, 27, op- 
erating a liquor still in Sulphur 
river bottoms while he was hunt- 
ing. Austin had been called be- 
fore the grand jury to tell what 
he knew of Savage's illicit oper- 
ations, and feeling between them 
had become bitter. Both of these 
incidents had occurred nearly two 
years earlier. 

John Feutral then recalled that 
his son had gone into the river 
bottoms Saturday morning to ob- 
serve the flood waters. Savage 
lived in the river bottoms, but 

ustin Feutral had said nothing 
to his family about having seen 
him or of having trouble with any 
one. 

Guided bv the father, Sheriff 
Hardegree and his aids followed 
Austin’s footprints into the river 
bottoms. They went nowhere near 
Savage's home, and there were 
no signs that he had encountered 
any one who might have followed 
him home to kill him. 

Savage, located in his river bot- 
toms home, declared he had not 
seen Austin Feutral for months. 
His family corroborated his storv 
that he had not left his house on 
the previous night. Ose Lummus 
also gave a satisfactory accounting 
of his movements on Saturday 
night..The only tangible clues had 
vanished. 

Mrs. Feutral, whose straggling 
gray hair and toil-stained fea- 
tures made her appear much old- 
er than her 40 years, had told 
neighbors that her husband mis- 
treated her and was cruel. They 
told of numerous arguments in 
the Feutral home. The officers 
heard that Mrs. Feutral recently 
had remarked that she had writ- 
ten to her two brothers in Ark- 
ansas that she had been imposed 
up&n by her husband for the last 
time 

The district attorney met Sher- 
iff Hardegree and his deputies, 
and County Attorney B. F. Whit- 
worth of Cass county in Atlanta. 
about six miles west of the mur- 
der scene, on Tuesday morning. 
They went into conference, dis- 
cussed every known fact and 
available clue, and decided that 
the ‘suspicions directed against 
Mrs. Feutral by the neighborhood 
gossip should be _ investigated. 

District Attorney Lincoln in- 
structed Justice E. N. Nelson, of 
Atlanta, to convene a court of in- 
quiry at the Springdale school- 
house, about two miles from the 
Feutral home, at 2 p. m., Tues- 
dav. Députies Allen and Alexander 
and Constable Blalock were to. be 
on hand with their cars to bring 
the witnesses before the court. 

Mrs. Feutral and members of 
her family were ordered brought 
before the court first.

Doyle Dodd, engaged in farm- 
ing just across the road and 
Slightly west of the Feutral home, 
had been plowing in his cotton 
field just before noon when he 
observed strange footprints. Dodd 
had noted that the shoes that 
made the tracks had been half- 
soled and that iron cleats had 
been fastened on the toes and on 
each side of the soles. , 

Dodd believed the footprints 
might be those of his neighbor's 
Slayer and had hurried to notify 
John Feutral of his discovery. 
The footprints were picked up 
yards 
from the Feutral home and were 
followed in a circuitous north- 
westerly direction across the elder 
Feutral’s pasture, through a small 
creek and to within the vicinity 
of the farm home of Sam Wall, 
about a mile northwest of Austin 
Feutral’s home. 


Ross Feutral, 21-year-old 
nephew of the slain man, who 
was working and staying at the 
Wall farmhouse, inspected the 
tracks. He was startled when 
he observed the cleat marks. He 
recalled that he had obtained 
several such cleats from Austin 
Feutral and had taken them to 
the Wall home to use in repair- 
ing his shoes. 


He remembered that Howard 
Wall, 13-year-old son of his em- 
ployer, had taken some of the 
cleats and fastened them upon 
his shoes in the exact manner 
revealed in the tracks. The slain 
man’s nephew believed the foot- 
prints were those of young How- 
ard Wall. 

District Attorney Lincoln found 
Howard Wall to be a slender, 
fair-complexioned, reddish-blonde 
youth of unusual intelligence. He 
was 5 feet 8 inches tall, and 
weighed 130 pounds. His mother 
had separated from his father 
when he was less than a year old 
and had remarried and now was 
living at Louanan, Ark. He lived 
with his father, two brothers, 
and a sister on their farm. He 
attended school in the building 
where the inquiry was being held. 
He became 13 on April 28. 

The district attorney questioned 
him about his activities on Satur- 
day night, giving no intimation 
that he was suspected. Young 
Wall declared he had gone to 
bed around 8 o'clock and had slept 
with his father. 

The inquiry then turned to Mrs. 
Feutral. The widow reluctantly 
admitted that her home life had 
been just one long series of argu- 
ments with her husband in re- 
cent years. The children felated 
more details of their turbulent 
home life. Several neighbors re- 
vealed their knowledge of the dif- 
ferences between the couple. 


The authorities reached tne con- 
clusion that either Mrs. Feutral or 
young Howard Wall held the clue 
to the mystery. Vengeance against 
a cruel husband could readily be 
assigned as the possible motive of 
the widow if she had caused her 
husband to be slain, but if young 
Wall were guiltv, what could have 
been his motive? 

Pieced together, the testimony 
of the witnesses pictured Howard 
as a gay young Lothario madly in 
love with Hixie Lummus, 14-year- 
old daughter of Jesse Lummus, 
another farmer of the neighbor- 
hood. 

On Easter Sunday, April 21, 
Mrs. Feutral had observied young 
Wall, Hixie Lummus, William 
Lummus, the girl's 21l-vear-old 
brother, and her two oldest daugh- 
ters, Wanda, 13, and Opal, 11, in 
John Feutrals yard. Knowing 
that her father-in-law was not 
at home, Mrs. Feutral had gone 
down the road to tell the chil- 
dren to leave the place. 

She had observed young Wall 
and the Lummus girl embracing 
aS they posed for a picture. She 
had called her own daughters and 
inquired if they had been posing 
in anv such manner. They denied 
that they had. Mrs Feutral then 
saw that voung Wall and the girl 
had gone behind the house, and 
she found them embracing again. 
She had ordered them to leave 
the place and informed her hus- 
band of the youthful couple's ac- 
tions. 

Mrs. Tressie D. Pyles and Miss 
Fssie B. Lummus, older sisters of 
Hixie, had stopped at the Feutral 
home on Friday afternoon, April 
26. to inquire if anyone had seen 
Howard Wall and the younger 
girl. 

While the sisters were talking 
to Mrs. Feutral, Howard and the 
girl were seen to come out of the 
woods and walk across a field to- 
ward the Feutral home. Again. 
Mrs. Feutral had told her hus- 
band of how young Wall and 
Hixie Lummus were “carrving on.’ 
and Austin Feutral had declared 
that he was going to tell the girl's 
father. 

A party had been. held in the 
Jesse Lummus home on the night 
of Friday. Mav 3, and Howard 
Wall had attended. William Lum- 
mus had retired early and young 
Wall and Hixie apparently had be- 
lieved her brother was asleep when 
they entered the room. They had 
embraced and were abserved by 
William. The brother had in- 
formed his mother of what he 
had seen, and the woman had 
told her daughter that she could 
not go with Howard Wall again. 

Howard Wall and Ross Feu- 
tral had eaten supper in the 
Austin Feutral home on May 6, 
before going on a fox hunt, and 
had been there for dinner on the 
following day when several other 
neighborhood youths dropped in. 

The conversation had turned to 
young Wall's love affair with 
Hixie Lummus, and the youthful 
lover had been “kidded” by his 
companions.

You don’t know what 
thev told the boy. 

On the following day, Jesse 
Lummus had stopped at the Feu- 
tral home during a rainstorm, 
and Austin Feutral had told him 
of the love affair between Howard 
Wall and the Lummus girl. Lum- 
mus thanked him and ‘said he 
would put an end to the. matter. 

Hixie Lummus had subsequent- 
lv sent her vouthful lover a note 
telling him that her parents had 
forbidd lien her to see him again,

B. Lummus on Saturday she told 
him that Austin Feutral had told 
the father about the love affair. 

Howard was now called back to 
the witness stand. Meanwhile, of- 
ficers were dispatched to the Wall 
home to search for any incrim- 
inating evidence. They returned 
with a double-barrelled shotgun. 

The youth repeated his story 
that he had gone to bed at 8 
o'clock and had slept with his 
father. He denied that the foot- 
prints leading from the vicinity 
of the murder scene had been 
made by him. The father corrob- 
orated his storv that he had not 
been out of the house after 8 
o'clock. 


Ross Feutral, who had slept in 
the Wall home on the night of 
the murder, was recalled as a wit- 
ness. 

“Howard didn’t come home until 
about 9:30 o'clock that night,” 
he declared. 

“Youre lying.” stormed Sam 
Wall. “I'll kill you for that!” The 
father grabbed for the shotgun 
that had been found in his home 
and brought before the court. He 
was quickly subdued by Sheriff 
Hardegree. 

Questioned about the cleat- 
marked footprints, voung Feutral 
testified he had .measured the 
tracks in the field and that he 
was confident they were made 
by Howard Wall's shoes. 

“You're not going to lay that 
killing on my boy!” Sam Wall 
shouted. 

“Those are the shoes that made 
the footprints,’ Ross Feutral de- 
clared as he pointed to Howard 
Wall's feet. 

“Let’s see your shoes, Howard,” 
the district attorney asked. 

Reluctantly, the youth allowed 
the investigator to inspect the 
shoes. 

The cleats had been removed 
from the shoes! 

The imprint of the small semi- 
cicular meta] discs still could be 
seen clearly on the soles of both 
shoes. They had been removed 
only recently. 

“Jude took them off. He’s my 
older brother,” he explained. 

Jude Wall was brought before 
the court without having an op- 
portunity to talk to his brother 
or father. 

“When did you 
off Howards shoes?” he 
asked. 

“I didn’t take them off. I don't 
know anything about them,” he 
replied. 

The district attorney immedi- 
ately filed a complaint against 
issued a 
warrant for his arrest on a charge 
of murder. The court of inquiry 
had been concluded at 9 p. m., 
Tuesday, and within a little more 
than an hour young Wall had 
been “taken to the courthouse at 
Lindef. District Attorney Lincoln, 
County Attorney Whitworth, 
Sheriff Hardegree and their aids 
resumed the questioning. 

“I was at home in bed and don't 
know anything about it,” he kept 
saying. 

The lad was a complete enigma 
to the investigators. Every effort 
to break his alibi was met with 
the utmost calmness. The ner- 
vousness and fright that might 
be expected to grip a mere child 
accused of murder was totally ab- 
sent. Smiling and confident, he 
parried every question directed at 
him through the night. The in- 
vestigators found his intelligence 
and knowledge of general affairs 
to be equal to that of a normal 
person of 25 years or more. 

Finally the investigators asked 
why he had denied that the foot- 
prints were his. For the first 
time he became confused. The 
tracks might have been his. he 
admitted, but that didn't prove 
anything. 

“IT have walked all around the 
community and might have made 
the tracks any time,” he said. He 
had no idea when he had walked 
through the field. The grilling had 
continued throughout the night 
but it was near dawn now. He 
continued to smile at the tired 
and haggard veteran officers as 
they sought to wring a confession 
from him. 

“Wait until davlight comes and 
I'll tell you all about it,” the boy 
suddenly remarked. 

As the first streaks of the 
dawn penetrated the shadowy 
courtroom, 13-year-old Howard 
Wall began his story of one of 
the most cold-blooded murders 
in the history of east Texas. 

After being given the customary 
warning that he did not have to 
talk and that anything he said 
might be used against him, he 
calmly related the details of the 
Slaying. 

“I had been keeping company 
with Hixie Lummus for some 
time and was in love with her,” 
he related. “While I was at Aus- 
tin Feutral’s home on May 7, he 
gained my confidence and I told

“These were things that I did 
not want to get out and did not 
want Hixie’s father to know about, 
although they did not reflect on 
her character but might cause 
some suspicions.

“However, on Saturday after- 
noon, May 11, Essie B. Lummus 
told me that Feutral had told her 
father about. the things I had 
confided to him about Hixie and 
myself. It made me very mad to 
think that he had betraved my 
confidence. The more I thought 
of it. the madder I got. Finally. 
I made up my mind that I would 
take a gun and go over to his 
house after dark and kill him. 

“Shortly after dark I got the 
shotgun at my home and putea 
shell loaded with No. 6 shot in 
the left barrel and a high velo- 
city long-range shell with No. 4 
shot in the right barrel. I walked 
southeast across the fields until 
I came to the public road, and 
followed this until I reached Feu- 
tral’s home. I hid behind a rose 
bush in the northeast corner of 
the front vard. 

“I had been there about 10 
minutes when some one came out 
on the front porch. I did not rec- 
ognize him and he went back in- 
to the house. Then the dogs start-

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BIDDING VALUES TWICE.

tract bridge, so well under- 

stood among most players 
that it is seldom considered neces- 
sary to mention it, that the same 
values should not be bid more 
than once. 

When a player opens the bid- 
ding, he has told a story—he has 
a certain minimum number of 
honor-tricks, and a certain mini- 
mum strength in the suit he bids. 
Whenever he makes another bid, 
he shows something more than he 
has originally claimed to have. 
Any rebid must give in?ormation 
as to additional strength in honors 
or in his suit. A main exception 
to this is when .a forcing take- 
out makes some rebid obligatory; 
and such cases are taken care of 
by arbitrary no-trump responses 
on bare minimum hands. 


A HANDFUL OF VARIATIONS. 

There are certain hands which 
offer material almost for an en- 
tire book, so complex are the 
variations possible in their play. 
Today's is such a hand. It illus- 
trates a fine precept of no-trump 
play—ducking tricks early that

When North found strength for 
two bids, despite the fact that 
South's second one-over-one was 
not an absolute force, South leap- 
ed to game. In view of the single 
stop in hearts and the singleton 
ace of diamonds, this was a some- 
what bold bid. 

The Play. 

The frequent use of a three- 
card minor suit opening bid, plus 
the fact that South's bidding 
seemed to express adequate prep- 
aration for a heart lead, decided 
West to open the deuce of clubs. 
Dummy played the nine and East, 
realizing that South could have 
but four clubs and that the queen 
would be a re-entry to dummy if 
he. plaved the king and South had 


and cannot be confined for any 
period exceeding the 21st birth- 
day. 

The district attorney investi- 
gated the youth's age and deter- 
mined that he had been born on 
April 28, 1922.

While being held in the Cass 
county jail at Linden awaiting 
transfer to the training school, 
he appeared carefree and happy. 
At no time did he reveal any signs 
of remorse over the killing. 

Before he was removed to Gates- 
ville early in August, he was 
visited several times by young 
Hixie Lummus, the girl over 
whose love he had deliberately 
ambushed and __ slain the man 
whom he accused of betraying 
his confidence. 
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This play could lose nothing 
since even if West held the ace, 
South was marked with a sure 
Stopper and could undoubtedly set 
up at least one trick in the suit 
himself, whereas the only hope of 
shutting out dummy’'s diamond 
suit lay in the establishment of a 
Side entry. 

A diamond lead was won by the 
ace, to clear the suit and make 
the opponents’ defense difficult. 
The king of spades was led and 
West, since he held only two, could 
not afford to duck. With no 
sound switch apparent, West con- 
tinued the clubs, and North's 
queen was covered by East's king. 
Realizing that East could not con- 
tinue that suit and hoping that 
a shift would prove embarrassing, 
South allowed East's card to hold 
the trick. East then played the 
king of hearts, and again South 
ducked. Perforce East shifted to 
a spade and South successfully 
finessed the nine and laid down 
the king. 


If the jack dropped, South 
would have had the nine tricks by 
establishing the club suit. When 
it did not drop, however, the club 
lead was marked as dangerous, 
Since it would put West in for a 
heart continuation. Knowing that 
East held no more clubs, here is 
where some Souths would have 
gone astray and cashed the ace of 
clubs hoping to obtain a valuable 
discard from East. Actually, how- 
ever, this play woukl have squeez- 
ed the dummy and South there- 
fore refrained from making this 
mistake. He led the ten of spades 
and threw East back into the lead. 
Now if East led a low heart a 
successful finesse would put North 
in with the jack to win three dia- 
monds. If Fast led a diamond, 
declarer could cash the three re- 
maining cards in that suit and 
win the two tricks necessary for 
game by returning to his hand by 
the ace of hearts and cashing the 
ace of clubs. 


Note, however, that if South 
had played the ace of clubs be- 
fore the spade, dummy would have 
been compelled to discard another 
diamond, leaving only two. East 
could then have thrown dummy in 
with the diamond lead and the 
opponents could not have béen 
prevented from taking the setting 
trick either in hearts or in clubs. 
Declarer’s misfortune of finding 
no re-entry to dummy had been 
offset bv his luck in finding East 
with both the king and queen of 
hearts and West's failure ever to 
lead that suit.

The present sewer system was constructed to serve the 
needs of a city less than 100,000 in population. Now it 
is serving approximately 400,000 people and in every

If the school bonds are passed it will un- 
doubtedly result in additional grants from 
the Government giving the schools improve- 
ments amounting to $1,000,000.
